1 can 
give,ought to hayc weight with you, or any, but you'l allow me corell you, 
that you have writ ro one, who is aſmuchot your Opmion in theſe things 
as your ſelf: And Zealro my Country, andits undoubred IntereR, doth 
forward me to give youin atcw words, whar occurs to me tofatisfy both 
you,and others 1n theſe points,and leſt ! ſhould o:nmit any of your Queries 

I ſhall here repeat them. 

x, Isit uotthe true Intereſt of Scor/and trogoon, in ſertling the Afr ven, 
and Indian Company « fletually? 

2. Isitnot the true Intereſt of Eng/ard, thar Scotland have more Trade, 
and that with the [ndies, than now it hath ? 

3. Wasic not unkind in the Parliament of Eng/end, to make this Addreſs 
againſt chis Company, EreQted by the Parliament of Scorlana? 

4. May it not bethought the King of Britams true Intereſt, that the 
Trade of Scotland be adyanced, ſoas to beara nearer proportion, 
with his other Dominions, then it dorh ? 

5- Isnotthe Act of Patliament,concerning this Company, framed toad. 
vance the true Intereſt of the Nation, without giving juſt grounds 
of Complaint to any of our Neigbbeurs? 

To the firſt of theſe Queries, I heartily agree with you, Thatitis the trus 
Intereſt of Scot /and togoonin ſettling this African and /ndian Compary, 
and 1 hope none will deny this who ſedately confider theſe things tollowing, 
which 1 ſhall only name, leſt I ſhould exceed the bounds of an Epiſtle. x. 
It's now beyond all Controyerfic, that itis the Intereſt of all Nations te 
increaſe their Trade; the Increaſe of which begerteth Wealth, ard Riches, 
which now in the time of Warr doth more contribute tothe preſervation «t a 
Nation, then the multicade, and valour of it's Men: The Warrs being 
now viſibly managed, more by che Purſe, then by the Strengrh of the 
Natiyes. 
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2. The World is now grown fo prodigal,as rhat every Country doth make 
uſe of Forrezgn Commodtties, and theſe brought from a'l the Gor ners of the 
Earth; And Dear or Cheap have rhem they mult, fo its the Intereſt of 
every Nation to purchaſs them at the eaſieſt Rates, and thar muſt be by 
bringing them from their firſt Ports dicecily home; But this 1s a wtk of 
that difficulty, and attended with ſo many hazirds, and requiring ſuch 
preat and vaſt Sums of Money to make theſe Irades to move, as ſingle 
private Merchants cannot reach thereunto, and therefore Companies, and 
Societies of Merchants uniting together their joint Stocks are abſoluicly ne- 
ceſſary, to bring thcſs Commodities from their firſt Ports in the nates; 
And the experienced Advantages, the ſeveral Companies in England, 
Helland and elſewhere, have brought not only to themſclves, but tothe 
Cour *rys they belong to, doſufficiently demonſtrate the reaſonableneſs 
of the .ame. | | 

3. aud theſe Companies find it not only neccflary to have Forts, and 
Ports of their own, for the ſecurity of their Trade, in theſe parts, where 
they are both necdful, and may be had; Bur likeways to fertile Colonies 
and Plantations regulated by themſelves, that by the labour of their hands, 
theſe Commodities may be produced, whica are the ſubject of their Retw ns 
Thus you ſee the En2/1ſh with their own hands in their Plantations, produce 
their Sugars, Tobacco's, Indigo's, rc. So tharir's clearly the Intereſt of all 
Trading Nations, eſpecially of ſuch who Trade to America to have Colonies 
and Plantations of there own, ſetled there, as you lee the Spamards FPorty« 
geeze, Engliſh, Dutch, and French, befide others have. 

4. Beforethe valt encreaſe of Frade, now in Europe by the many Plan. 
tations in America, and Companies Trading to Africa, and the af. [n+ 
dies, Scotland liad ſome proportionable ſhare of the Trade, which was at 
that time in this part of Europe, Two hundred Years agoe Scotland, not on- 
ly Traded with all theſe Countrys and Kingdoms, that the Engi:h and 
F leemings did, but we had our Fleet, and Ships of Force; whichin ſer en- 
gagements beat the F/cemſh Fleet in K- Fa. 1 time, and the Eng//þ 
Fleet, when Sir Andrew Wood of Largo wasour Admiral; K. Ja: V. Had of 
bis own Building among many others, a Ship of the greateſt Force and Bur- 
den, that had been bejoce that timein theſe Seas, which he pifred to the 
King of France ; But fince the Engliſh and Dutchbegan toſerile Plantations 
and Trade to the EaF? and WefF Indies, tho' we ſtill Trade with as many,nay 
more Veſlcls, and greater Scocks than out Predeceſſors did, yer in the Bal- 
lance with our Neighbours we are ſunk and loſt, not having the Twentieth 
part in proportion with them, which we had before, and our not adyancing 
in Trade, as our Neighbours grew hath Lefſencd our Nation, more in the 
Eyes of our Neighbours then our Union with ' £ng/and, ana being made 
thereby in efi.& little better then a Province of that Kingdom. 

5* The only way left unto us to betrer out Condition, is, for our Nation 
andall Ranks in it vigorouſly to ply Trade, toexercifſe theſame, and that 
by Companies at home, and Plantations abroad, whereby we will be ren- 
dered more Rich, and ſo better able rolive like our Neighbours, and be 
berret preſerved from the diſdaining, and contemningbehaviour of any 
about us: We may aflure our ſelves, if we grow not Richer then we are, 
and do not more ſtrenuouſly mind Trade, we will grow in being contemned 
by all our Neighbours, and it will not be in our Princes power to hinder us 
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to be trampled on at every tutn, fince they may do it, whom Oar Princes 
will be more concerned to oblige, than ous Nation ; $o that now the encou- 
raging of Trade, ang particularly of this African and Indian Company, is 
indeed a Wark of abſolute Neceſſity toour Nation, to keep us from being 
deſtroyed, and to continue us a Nation, and theretore Iam the more hope- 
ful of Succeſs in our preſent Endeavours; when, as | ſhall ſhortly ſhew, ſo 
many things concurr together to incline us thereunto. 

6. Weareof late beginning ro fallonthe True and Laſting Methods of 
encreaſing Our Trade, by EreCting of ſeveral Companies, and Societies 
within the Kingdom, to Manutacture Our Own Natural Commodities, 
which without all doubr, will more and more add to the Riches of Our Coun- 
trey, anddoth furniſh Work, and Food to Our poor People, and encreaſeth 
the Mulritude of Our Inhabitants, which is a conſiderable part of the Rich- 
es Of a Nation: Thus we have the Woolen Cloth ManufaQtorie at New- 
Mills, and the Baze Manufattory for Our Wool, the Linncn Manufaciory, 
ſeverals for Leather, and others; As likewiſe, We haye begun to Manuta- 
Aure theſe Commodities at Home, which We uſed to bring Manufactured 
from Abread, as now We have at leaft for a conſiderable part, Our Sugars, 
Soap, Cordapge, Glaſs-bottles. Gilded leather, Pins, Ribbans, Camericks, 
Muſlins, Paper, andothers, all which fave a conſiderable Treaſure to the 
Kingdom, and which, till chey wete carried on by Companies, and Socie- 
ties, could neyet be attempted by ſingle Perſons, or if any of them were, it 
wasin vain: Sothatat length, from Our Own Experience (and better late 
thrive than never) Weſee the Advantage of Companies 5 And if Companies 
be thus neceſſary, and profitable, for ManutaRureing Our Own Native Pro- 
du,and for furniſhing Our Selves with theſe Commodities we brought from 
near Neighbours about us, how neceſſary are theſe Companies to furniſh Us 
with theſe ſorts of Goods, which can enly be brought at firlt hand, from the 
remoteſt Parts of the Earth. 

7. This Company, Ereced byOur laſt Sefſion of Parliament, may jnſtly 
claim more Encouragement from the Body et the Nation, in that its Extent 
is greater, the Subject of its Trade more Univerſal than any others, and that 
it will infallibly ſertle Plantations abroad, particularly in Americe, the doing 
of which, will beyond all expreſſion contribute more for the Security, Peace, 
and Greatneſs of Our Nation, than all Ourother Trade, or any other Me- 
thods, can poſlibly be fallenon by the Wiſdom of Our Government, which 1

maintain them, and their Families, therefore they forbear to marry rill they 
yearnadczen, or ſixteen Years Wages, and put a great part of that to a 
Srock, which may help them to live, and to bring up their Children when 
married; Whereas, if by their daily labour, they could gain one penny Ferl. 
a day of more Wapes, they would confiden ly marry at 18, or 20, and more 
comfortably live. than now they do at 39, and it will certainly be ſcen to in 
thecyent; Beſiacs, what a vaſt number of Ship-wrights, Carpenters, 
Smiths, and all forts of Artificers, muft this Company employ, and in 
eff-ct add ſo many Peopletothe World ; and each of theſe Arrificers, and 
others whom this Company ſhall more immediatly empley, will turniſh 
Work torothers, to provide all theſe other Nzceſlaties for Mcar, Clothing, 


- and Accommodation, which their own particular Trade cannot ſupply 


themſelves with, ſo that every one of thir Tradsmen will maintain another 
ro help him to maintain himſelt, 

7. This Benefit will Our Country reap by this Company, and its Plan- 
tations. that thereby many ſorts of Feople, who may be uneaſy at home, 
and whom their Country might well want, will finda fic recepracle, which 
if chey improve, may be to their Quiet aud Comfort, and their Conutrys 
Eaſe and Profit: There ate ſeveral ſorts of Criminals, whom our Laws de- 
termine to cut off with an untimely Death, who if their Country could 0- 
therwiſe be quite of them, migat in Compaſſion be ſpared, as to their lives. 
Others there will be of good Birth and Education, who have in their young- 
er years, through ill company, ſo broken their Reputation, as it can hardly 
be recovered here ar home, no though they were ſincere in their Deſigning 
to mend their former ways, thoſe will find an Opportunity in a Plantation 
to redeem their time; and coming where they are ſtrangers,and their former 
Failings not known, their ſuitable Carriage there will creatthem ReſpeR, 
whereby they will be encouraged to grow, and continue vertuous to their 
lafting Comfort,and this will many times be the Caſe of both Men and Wo- 
men: Therealwiſe will be ſome people, whe by ſome Accident or other, 
will be looſing their Fortunes, at leaſt who will not be able co live at Home 
jn that condition they were either bred with, or uſed tolivein, who will find 
if their Intereſt, to chuſe a Plantation for their Retreat, where bcing ruled by 
the ſame Laws, and enjoying all other Liberties, Civil, or Religious, will 
have an Opportunity to provide moreeaſily for their Families, and ſhift tor 
themlelves at a better rate, and amend their condition, than they poſſibly 
can do at home, and inſtead of being a burden to their Country, { as they 
would have been ) adda Benefitro the ſame. Not are Plantations leſs to 
be eiteemed, but more to be Coveted, that they may do likewiſe this piece 
of Service to their Mother Country, that when any fort of People turn un- 
cafie tothe Government, and diſquiet the ſame, inſtead of Baniſhing chem 
Abroad, where they uſe to take part with ſome of thoſe Nations which then 
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if they ſtayed at home, the Goyornment may rather ſend them to Our Plan- 
cations, where they will be Removed from'the Cauſes of their Diſquier, and 
ger other Fiſh to fry. 

I hope when you conſider theſe Things, which I have but paſſingly touch» 
ed, you will ſee how this Company, and the Plantations it intends, and [ 
hope will effetuate, is Calculat for the general Intereſt of Our Nation, fo 
as there are no Sort or Degree of People, but may, and will ſhare in the 
Adyantages, which ſhall redound to Us thereby ; Our Nobility and Gen- 
try, whoare Landed Men will ger their Rents better paid, and raiſed; Our 
Tenents and Labouring people, better employed, and get mere for their 
Work ; Our Artificers of all ſorts will have a quicker Trade; Qur Monyed 
Men will haye Opportunity to throw in that Caſh into this Stock, which 
either they cannot get lent on Intereſt, or cannot get well ſecured, which 
will be a far morelaſting Security, and Improvement of their Intereſt than 
any other: The Poor will hereby find both Work, and Food, and their 
Chilgren will be taken off their Hand, and cared for, The Souldiers will 
know of aſate Repoſe, and good Employ in time of Peace, aud that this 
Company will be the Merchants Intereſt none will queſtion; And not 
only will chey be enriched, who ſhall venture their Stocks in this Company, 
but all others in the Nation will hayc a ſhare, for Riches are of a liquid na» 
ture, and will be diffuſed and Circulate, I have already tranſgreſſed the 
bounds of an Epiſtle, and therefore ſhall forbear giving my Thoughts of 
the other Queſtions propoſed, till next Occaſion, but I doubt not to make 
it appear, to be as much the Intereſt of Egan, that this Scoriſh Afre- 
can and Ind:i2u Company be eftectually ſercled, and ſucceed, as I have de- 
monſtrared to be Our Own Intereſt, and that the other Queſtions ſhall be 
cleared beyond debate; in the meantime let me know what fatistaction 
theſe Thoughts which have firſt occurred to me on the Subje, doth af;
